Thursday evening of last week 
11 he Board of Directors of the 
Sierra Madre Congregational 
church received for review the 
results of the seven months’ 
study, by the Education Com- 
I mittee, of the proposal to open 
: a Nursery School under the di¬ 
rection of the Church. After con¬ 
siderable attention to the prob¬ 
lems involved it was voted to 
'recommend that the Parents’ 
Organzation seek to incorporate 
itself as a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion and conduct the proposed 
school under a contracturaI ar¬ 
rangement with the Church as 
the housing institution. 

It will be recalled that the 
Church was requested to spon¬ 
sor a Community Nursery School 
and consented to study the pro- 
| posal and seek the necessary 
' permits for such a project from 
the State Fire Marshal, the 
County Health Department, the 
County Child Welfare Dept, and 
the local authorities. As the in¬ 
vestigation proceeded it became 
evident that some interested 
parties felt that the direct spon¬ 
sorship of the school by the 
Church would be a hinderanee 
to its acceptance. Thus the 
Board of Directors of the Church 
felt that it was willing to with¬ 
draw from the project and allow 
the plans to he consummated on 
a purely independent basis. The! 
Church has proved its interest I 
in the complete success of the! 
proposed school and wishes for 
its new sponsors good success 
in their plans.

This 
j book of Dr. Goodspeed is a 
guide book for these people. 

It can well be compared to a 
guide hook held in the hand of 
.a tourist* w ho is viewing a pic¬ 
ture or building herein de¬ 
scribed. Enough of the setting 
is given to fit the narrative in¬ 
to its proper place, without ex¬ 
hausting one with a long nar¬ 
rative, or description. Titles and 
references are given so that one 
can readily refer to the text. 
The various hooks are classified 
so that one does not wander 
into an ancient story if looking 
for history, or into poetry if 
looking for biography. The story 
of Joseph for instance can be 
traced without being bothered 
by irrelevant material inserted 
by some copyist years later. 

Every-now and then one comes 
upon a remark, which like an 
“aside” in a conversation gives 
I he reader a choice bit from a 
scholar of the first rank. For in¬ 
stance on page 36. speaking of 
the first twelve books of the 
Old Testament, he says, “It is 
man’s first attempt to organize 
his knowledge of his past into 
what we would call an outline 
of history. Herodotus has been 
called the father of history. . . 
we can almost say that chron¬ 
ologically speaking HerndoMw 
begins where II Kings leaves 
off.” Or again on page 62 
he says as a guide to ail 
readers of ail literature. 
“The poetry of the Bihie 
must be read as poetry of it is 
to be read at all. This is the 
most familiar distinction in lit¬ 
erature, in which poetry and 
prose are the basic categories. 
Never to lie confused, since they 
reflect different attitudes of 
mind.” This is very significant 
when wo recall that more than 
one third of the Old Testament 
is poetry.” 

This may he just the book 
you ueed to open the great 
wealth of tliis greatest of al! 
books of religion, The Bible. 

Tlie second book to which I 
would call attention is “THE 
HOUSE OF GOD” by Desider 
Holisher. This is a collection of 
some 200 pages of pictures of 
cathedrals, churches, and tern-1

FAMILY DUTY 

The importance of making a will should give the average man 
something to think about. 

Too many men put off the making of a will. Why they do is 
difficult to understand, especially since their estates would be di¬ 
vided according to law and without regard for their wishes if they 
should pass on without a will. And the division might be entirely 
contrary to what they'd want. 

Some men make a will, all right—and then forget about it. After 
five or ten years it rqay be completely out of line with changes 
that have taken place in the meantime. Wills have to be kept 
up to date.
